^ the south, peas are to the toil 
what clover is to it in Meade. 
Breckenridge and adjoining coun- 
ties. Moreover it is a greater air 
plant— placing in the soil more 
oxygen and nitrogen than the com- 
seed clover. The roots grow- 
ing *o much deeper make the soul 
much lighter, thereby placing more 
life which means better crops, and 
shaping crops in a condition to 
withstand a greater drought. 

To get trom 1% to 2 tons of hay 
per acre, or a fertilizer for corn 
which is to be followed by wheat, 
sow one bushel per acre broadcast 
in front of the plow when laying the 
corn by, or follow plow with a one- 
horse wheat drill. Either is very 
effective. 

After cutting the corn use the 
Disc Wheat Drill in drilling your 
wheat, thereby leaving the pea 
roots undisturbed in the ground to 
decay. The vine will protect your 
wheat during the winter and the 
matured peas can be either gath- 
ered off the vine or left to decay on 
the ground. This "mode is more 
productive than the use of phos- 
phates or cotton seed.

It is con- 
sidered the most profitable of the 
« ree for hay, seed and fertilizer. 
To grow for seed, it should be 
\V;iled in rows about two feet apart 
and the seed planted any time be- 
S tween May 15th and June 1st. It 
\ ^1 should be cultivated two or three 
times, or even more if the ground 
requires it. When gathered you 
. can thresh or beat out according to 
the quantity. The price ranges 
from.75c to SI. At present the price 
, is $1 35. 

Another method is to broad cast 
or drill about the 1st of May, get 
about one fourth ripe, turn in your 
hogs and feed down. Then follow 
by wheat in fall, or wheat land af- 
ter cutting your wheat. Disc the 
the ground twice, sow your peas 
let tbem decay on ground, sow ir 
oats and clover in the spring, there- 
by nev^r failing to get a good set of 
clover or grass on very poor soil. 

Whilst thecommercial phosphates 
will produce the wheat on the clay 
subsoil land, did you ever stop to 
think what it is doing for your land? 
Look at your farm and you can 
very readily answer. Before you 
ever used phosphates, the ground 
after a wheat crop, was covered 
with rag weeds as high as your 
bead. Look at them to-day, bear- 
ing nothing but the bare stubble of 
the wheat straw. The reason for 
this is that the phosphates draw 
from instead of adding to the soil, 
thus making your land poorer and 
poorer each year. 

Then why do you continue to lm- 
jx,\ erish your land, when you can 
gfljow a profitable crop, and at the 
suTne time improve it, and in a few 
years have it in a' high state of 
cultivation?

A Cotton Goods Trust. 

An Ice Trust. 

A hide and Leather Trust. 

An Asphalt Trust. 

These simply supplement the 
hundreds of other trusts and mo- 
nopolies formed during the present 
year, seeking to control the produc 
tion and fix the prices of nearly 
every article of general use. 

The latest combinations cover 

The food we eat. 

The clothing we wear. 

The shoes for our feet. 

The ice required for health and 
comfort. 

The modern pavements for 
streets. 

Arcthere no laws against these 
"conspiracies in restraintof trade' 
—these combinations of Greed 
against Need' 

"Oh, yes! There is a stringent 
Federal anti-trust law, and most 
of the States, including New York 
and Illinois, have statutes of a sim- 
ilar character. 

Why are not these laws enforced? 

It is as easy as a thimblerigger's 
game. The Attorney-General of 
the United States, the official charg- 
ed (under the President) with the 
duty of seeing that "the laws 
are faithfully executed," says that 
the regulation of industrial combi- 
nations "is entirely a matter of 
state control," and that "unless the 
functions of interstate commerce 
are interfered with I would be su- 
perofficioua to attempt a crusade 
against against affairs with which 
I have no busmesB." 

To the lay mind of the ordinary 
plundered citizen it would seen that 
a Meat Trust organized in Chicago, 
and not only supplying the markets 
of all our Eastern cities, but actu- 
ally sellingmeatcheaper in London 
than it does in New York, was en- 
gaged both in interstate and inter- 
national commerce. So of the Ice 
Trust, reaching from Maine to New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Washington. So of the Hide and 
Leather Trust and a hundred 
others. 

And yet, with a trust lawyer 
as Attorney-General and a Presi- 
dent to whose campaign fund pro- 
tected monopolies contributed a 
million dollars, the chance of the 
people to find relief in the Federal 
law is about equal to the chance of 
safety to a roost of chickens guard- 
ed by Br'er Fox and Br er Coon. 

The common-sense remedy would 
seem to be to elect a President and 
Governors who believe that mono- 
polies should be and can be strang- 
led, and who will see to it— "By the 
Eternal!"— that the laws are faith- 
fully executed.— New York World.

Denver. Sept. 14.— Napoleon E. 
Guyot, late private Company G.

The State May Quarantine Against 
the 



San Francisco. Sept. 15.— Cali 
fornia may establish a quarantine 
against consumptives. 

The State Board of Health to-day- 
passed the following resolution in- 
troduced by Dr. D. D. Crowley: 

Resolved. That the State Board 
>f Health considers the property of 
quarantining against human be- 
ngs and animals with tuberculosis 
entering the State. 

Dr. Crowley said: "We are 
morbidly afraid of diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, smallpox, cholera and 
yellow fever. We quarantine these 
cases because they kill so quickly, 
but the lingering tubercular dis- 
i that eventually kills tw ice aa 
many as all these together is per- 
mitted to continue unchecked. 

Patients, I think, ought not to 
attend churches or theaters or gen- 
ral public or social gatherings, 
s T or ought they occupy public con- 
eyauces without special provision 
being made for them. 

"I may say further," continued 
Dr. Crowley, in answer to a ques- 
tion, "that I do not believe that pa- 
tients suffering with consumption 
hould be permitted to enter hotels 
vithout the rooms being protected 
)\ the health officers of the com- 
munity, acting in accordance witt 
the general laws of the State. 1 
further believe in a state sanita- 
rium. This sanitarium, should be 
away from any city, from 1.000 to 
2,000 feet above the sea level, where 
patients could enjoy dry air and 
undergo scientific treatment for 
tuberculosis.

ELEPHANTS PLAN MURDER. 

Tuskers Exhibit Great Mental Power 1m 
Their Revenge. 

Few more impressive confluences 
:an be imparted than one in which a 
Hindoo describes how he knows his 
Repliant intends to destroy him. It 
is all so seemingly trivial, and yet in 
reality of such deadly significance. 
His story is so full of details that 
prove the man's profound tintlor- 
>tanding of what he is talking about 
that one remains equally amazed at 
the brute's power to dissemble and its 
intended victim's insight into the 
would-be murderer's character. And 
yet, from the psychological stand- 
point, an elephant never gives any 
other such indication of mental pow- 
er as is exhibited in its revenge.

TUNNEL VENTILATION. 

A New Plan Adopted with Success In 
Switzerland. 

Various devices have been used in, 
Europe for the ventilation of tun- 
nels. In some cases, oil-burning or 
electric locomotives have been sub- 
stituted for the trip through the tun- 
nel, and in other cases artificial ven- 
tilation has been used. In the St. 
Gothard tunnel, in Switzerland, an 
increasing number of trains has re- 
sulted in materially altering the con- 
Jitions which existed when the tun- 
nel was first built. Finally, the plan 
of M. Saccardo was adopted. This 
sists in forcing a volume of air 
at high speed into an annular cham- 
ber which encircles the whole cir- 
cumference of the tunnel at one end. 
From this chamber the air escapes 
on the insido face of the tunnel, and 
it is either drawn out or forced in 
io as to produce an artificial current. 
The plant is installed at Goeschenan. 
t the northern end of the tunnel, 
and will act for the most part to push 
he air out from north to south in the 
Tdinary direction of the natural 
Iraft. The ventilating machinery 
insists of two blowers revolving at 
rate of 70 revolutions per minute. 
With their aid a current with a ve- 
locity of 2.8 meters per second is pro- 
duced. Travelers over this beautiful 
and well-managed road will appre- 
ciate the change. — Scientific Ameri- 
can.
